Resolution Brought to Attention ol 


Governor-General Wright auil 


Commissioner Forbas— 


Wliat They Say. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Secretary 


Taft today sent to the senate u state- 
nicut in response to a. resolution culling 
upon him for information as to "wheth- 
er any member of the Philippine commis- 
sion of any otlicer of the nrmy or navy 
of the United States directly or indirect- 
ly owned on Dec. 1, lOOo, or now owns 
any land in the Philippine islands, or 
had at any time or now has any interest 
or right in such land of tiny character," 
and if so, "what au'cli ownership, inter- 
est or right is, where the land is situat- 
ed, particularly with reference to the 
location of proposed railroads hi said 
islands, and who said officials are." 


The secretary stated that lie brought 


the resolution to the attention of Gov- 
ernor General Wright and Commissioner 
Forbes, both of whom are now in Wash- 
ington, and cabled to the members of the 
commission in Manila for statements, the 
replies from all being transmitted. Mr. 
Taft then snid: 


CHALLENGED TRUTH. 


"I may add that when I was civil gov- 


ernor of the Philippine islands an article 
was published in a. Manila newspaper 
containing 
nn insinuation that some 


member ot' the commission was interest-, 
cd in investments in the Philippine is- 
lands which will be affected by legisla- 
tion of the commission. On the publica- 
tion of this article, I challenged the 
truth of its statements by letter and 
usked for specification. The insinuation 
was withdrawn by formal retraction in 
tin1 newspaper. This wus the occasion 
of an investigation which-1 instituted ID 
ascertain whether any member of the 
then commisMOU, which was c'onstitutcu 
at that time of Luke E. Wright, Henry 
C. 
Ule, Denn 
C. Worcester, Bernard 


Moses and myself had made any invest- 
ment in land or otherwise in the Philip 
pine islands at that time and 1 learned 
by personal inquiry 
and 
investigation 


that ao American member ot' the com- 
mission had made any such investment 
in the Philippine islands. Of course the 
Filipino members of the commission wen- 
known when appointed to be the owners 
of landed estates. 


"With reference to the question whoth- 


«r any officers of the ,M'my may interest 
in lands or have obtained an option for 
the purchase of them along the line of 
projected railways or elsewhere I beg to 
say tiiat certainly ~~> per cent of all the 
ollicers of the army have been at some 
time or another since American occupa- 
tion on duty in the Philippines, and that 
inquiry directed to the question whether 
any of these officers, who number some 
three thousand, have the interests men- 
tioned in the resolution of the senate 
could not be answered by personal state- 
ments from each oificcr of the army un- 
der four months. If it be suggested that 
land records in the Philippines might be 
consulted, I beg to say that the hind 
records are to be found in 33 or 3(i prov- 
invcs of the urchijHugo, and that 
it 


would require, further investigation to 
identify the land owners shown there as 
urmy ofliccrs." 


QUOTED A CIRCULAR. 


The secretary then quoted a circular 


issued by General MacArlhur at Manila 
in May, 1900, while 
commanding 
the 


nrmy in the islands during military gov- 
ernment, saying it is presumed Unit its 
injunction wus obeyed. General McAr- 
thur in the circular quoted the following 
article from "Instructions for the gov- 
ernment of armies in the field:" 


"Neither ollicers nor soldiers are allow- 


ed to make use of their position or pow- 
er iu the hostile country 
for private 


gain, not even for commercial transac- 
tions otherwise legitimate. Offenses to 
the contrary committed by commissioned 
Ollicers will be punished with cashiering 
or such other punishment us the nature 
of the offense may rcquiru; if by soldiers 
they shall be punished according to the 
nature of the oil'cnse." 


Mr. Taft said in conclusion: 
'In view of the very burdensome char 


tctcr of the investigation necessary to 
discover whether among three thousand 
persons there may be anyone who has an 
interest iu land in the Philippine WaiuN, 
1 respectfully request the further 
in- 


struction of, the senate with a view to 
possibly narrowing the scope of the in- 
quiry in accordance with the information 
or report upon which the resolution was 
presumably based, so that full answer 


may be made in a shorter time than four 
months. So far as the investigation in- 
to the ownership of lands in the Philip- 
pines by officers of the navy is concern- 
ed, 1 beg to point out that I have no 
jurisdiction to make inquiry with respect 
to them and I have accordingly forward- 
ed a copy of the resolution to the secre- 
tary of the navy for such action as may 
be deemed proper." 


REPLY OF GOV. WRIGHT, 


in his reply, Governor General Wright 


said: 


"I have not now and never have had, 


at any lime, any interest, direct or indi- 
rect, in lands or any other property in 
the Philippine islands, or any option for 
the purchase thereof, except household 
personalty necessary to the comfort of 
myself and family. 


He said: "The propriety of any mem- 


ber of the Philippine commission Own- 
ing property iu the Philippine island in 
lands or other than household effects, in- 
cluding horses and carriages, was at an 
curly date discussed by the members of 
the commission and it was unanimously 
agreed that under all the circumstances 
it was a manifest impropriety for any of 
us to have any such interest, and so far 
as 1 know and believe, that conclusioo 
has been religiously lived up to from 
that time to this. There the three Fil- 
ipino members of the commission, each 
of whom is a man of considerable prop- 
erty and, as I happen to know, all three 
of 
them arc large land owners. The 


lands owned by thorn, however, as I air. 
informed, have not been recently acquir- 
ed, and 1 should be very much astonish- 
ed if they have recently acquired any 
hind along the line of the projected rail- 
roads. Indeed while the termini of the 
roads have been fixed and their general 
direction, they have not been so located 
that it would be possible for any one to 
icquire land with the. 
expectation of 


laving them benefited by the projected 
•ailroads." 


Commissioners Idc, Worcester 
and 


Smith each cabled that he does not and 
lever did own any land in the islands 
nor had any interest in such lands of any 
character, directly or indirectly, or any 
options to buy 
lands. Commissioner 


.•'orbcs declared that he docs not and 
lever has owned or had any interest in 
and in the Philippines noi- options to 
buy. 


Commissioners. Tayora, Legarda and 


_u2uriuga gave a detailed statement ol 
,he lands owned by them in the Philip- 
lines and when acquired. Messrs. Ta- 
vera and Lcgarda declared that so far 
is they know none of their land will be 
ill'ceted by any proposed new railroad 
hies. Mr. Luzuriaga said he owned land 
iu the province 
of Negros Occidental 


which he has had for more than thirty 
years, and snid he does not know wheth- 
r any new railroad line will pass by 
\ny part of his hind in that province. He 
irtid he owns another hacienda in the 
Municipality of Hog, not near a project- 
ed railroad, which he took last year un- 
lor a mortgage given ten years ago. 


VALIDITY TO BE TESTED 


Citizens Question Personal Tax 


Assessments—May Organize 


to Fight the Matter. 


Reports are current that a number of 


leading citizens will organize for the pur- 
pose of testing the validity of personal 
tax assessments made last year. It is 
claimed that no attempt was made to 
jqualizc the taxes charged. 


At the la»t meeting of the council 


communications were presented protest- 
ing against the personal tax assessments 
and asking for rebates. Nearly all of 
these were referred to the tax commit- 
tee. It will be recalled that a year ago 
a committee was appointed, as provided 
by a resolution adopted by the council, 
to go over the personal property of the 
city. 


This committee made up a list of per- 


sonal taxes and it was turned over to 
the assessors. Then a, great many per- 
sons appeared before the board of review 
and made onth that they did not have 
personal property.worth amounts assess- 
ed against them. Slight changes were 
made, but 
the 
bulk 
of 
assessments 


stood. 


Those opposed claim that these assess- 


ments cannot be collected for the reason 
that the assessors and the special com- 
mittee appointed by the council never 
investigated fully the regulation of as- 
ses'.ments on 
personal 
property. The 


matter is creating more or less interest, 
for the reason attorneys have been con- 
sulted.

TELEGRAPH AND 'PHONE 


SERVICE IS CiUPPLED 


Electric Railway Lines Almost Out of 


Commission—Elevated Roads 


Suffer—Board ot Trade 


Also Effected. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 22.—A severe storm 


of alternating rain, sleet and snow which 
commenced just before 
midnight 
lust 


night caused one of the worst tieups this 
city has known in many years. 


This morning but few telegraph wires 


were working out of the city in any di- 
rection there being no communication 
whatever with the east. The only direc- 
tion in which the telegraph service was 
at all adequate was'in the direction of 
Milwaukee. 


Inside the city, telephone communica- 


tion was badly crippled, the electric linen 
of street cars were almost out of com- 
mission, it sometimes requiring an hour 
to move a car the 
distance of 
one 


square. 
The elevated roads were still 


greater sufferers, however, several of the 
lines being compelled to cease 
opera- 


tions altogether by midnight. 


No cars were moved around the loop in 


the business section of the city before 7 
o'clock this morning and then the ser- 
vice was of the most meager description. 
Tee, in some places covered the third rail 
to the depth of one-quarter of an inch, 
making it almost impossible to move 
trains. 


The electric lines running out into the 


country from this city were compelled to 
cease operations 
by ton 
o'clock last 


night, and many passengers on the Au- 
rora, .Elgin and Chicago line being com- 
pelled to remain nil night in the depots. 


RISKED HIS LIFE. 


Traffic in the business section on the 


elevated road w.i? opened by a workman 
who ha/.arded his life by holding a ecrap- 
er on the third rail just in front of the 
transmission shoe, while the train was 
moving. By this mean? some of the ice 
was cleaved n"nd when the trip had been 
made half a dozen times, it was possible 
to move train; around the loop in 
a 


creeping fashion, the groat difficulty br>- 
in'g that new ice and sleet would form 
almost as rapidly as the old could be re- 
moved. 


COMMUNICATION SUFFERS. 


Telegraph and telephone communica- 


tion commenced to suffer 
(luring 
the 


night- when the rain changed to fleet and 
the wires began to sag. Dy this morning 
nearly all of the wires leading out of the 
city were down with the exception of a 
few toward the north, and communica- 
tion in this direction was uncertain in 
the. extreme. 


Lnr"C 
commission 
and 
brokerage 


houses, which ordinarily u=e from twenty 
to thirty wires leading to all parts of the 
country were unable this morning to 
send a message in any 
direction, and 


were without advices regarding tfic sit- 
uation in other parts of the country. 


Prices on the board of trade were nec- 


essarily, during the early part of the day 
at least, influenced by local conditions. 
A few cable dispatches from Liverpool 
were handled early in the day, but the 
wires closed down again, and by the time 
the board 'opened there w.-is with this 
bare exception an absolute dirth of in- 
formation regarding crop conditions. 


'PHONES 'ARE OUT. 


The long distance telephone companies 


reported that they were in bad shape, 
hut that they still had one or two out- 
lets. The local telephone service outside 
of the business district was very badly 
crippled. 


The weather bureau managed to re- 


ceive some information before the condi- 
tions reached the Worst stage, nnrt wns 
able to issue the usual forecast about an 
hour later than the customary time. It 
was announced that the storm was mov- 
ing slowly eastward with the center, at 7 
o'clock this morning just north of In- 
dianapolis. It was predicted that the 
area of low barometer 
would 
slowly 


move eastward, although precipitation 
might be expected in this section for an- 
other 24 hours. If this forecast is veri- 
fied it will make forty-eight hours of 
rain and sleet and snowfall without ces- 
sation. • 


RAILROADS EFFECTED. 


The railroads, although' in much better 


condition to \contend against sleet and 
snow than the electric lines were 
at 


times in the early part of the day in des- 
perate straits. 
On some of the lines 


running cast from hero, 
hundreds ol 


miles of wire in the aggregate, 
were 


down and the dispatchers were havilsg 
A moat anxious time in moving trains. 


The result was that practically all trains 
due in Chicago from the east were from 
t owto ilve hours late today, and there is 
little prospect for immediate improve- 
ment in the situation. 


Great trouble was experienced 
this 


morning by people who use the electric 
lines in the outlying sections of the crtj 
reach their places of employment. The 
lines were with few exceptions out of 
business and it was impossible to reach 
any place except on foot. 


HARD TO OPERATE. 


The great steel mills in South Chicago 


were barely able to muster enough men. 
to operate all of their departments early 
in the day, and after a-time some of 
them were closed down. The .situation 
was not so bad in the downtown business 
section, but many thousands of people 
were from two to three hours behind 
their usual schedules in reaching their 
places of business. 


To add to the other troubles of the 


public, the cable line of the north, side 
which Vas the main dependence of peo- 
ple in that section of the city after the 
crippled condition of the elevated roads, 
and electric lines '-was manifest, broke 
down, and thousands of'people were com- 
pelled to walk through the storm to the 
business part of the city or turn back 
home. 


At- noon the situation had not improv- 


ed in the sligtitcjt degree. A gale from 
the northwest tearing across the city at 
the rate of forty miles an hour, driving 
before it great clouds of snow whictt 
would without warning turn to sleet or 
rain. 


HE BAD BEEN DEAD 


FOE, SEVERAL HOURS 


KILLED IN CHURCH PANIC 


Caused by Cry ol Fire in Colored 


Baptist Church Philadelphia 


Music of Organ and Chnir and Pleas of 


Pastor Could Sot St y the 


Frantic Crowd, 
\ 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 22,—Eighteen 


persons were killed and probably half a 
hundred were injured in a panic follow- 
ing the cry of fire last night in St. Paul's 
Colored Baptist clrurcb, on tbe west side 
of Eighth street between Poplar street 
and Girard avenue. 


The services were being held on the 


second floor of the building. A defective 
flue set lire to 
the chimney, causing 


smoke to issue through the crevices in 
the floor near the pulpit. The room was 
well filled at the time and the cry of fire, 
coupled with the sight of smoke, threw 
the congregation into a panic. 


A wild rush was made for the sairs 


dospite the efforts of the Rev. E. W. 
Johnson, the pastor, to allay the fears 
of the frenzied people. All wanted to 
get out at onuc and men, women, and 
children alike were knocked down and 
trampled upon by those pushing from be- 
hind. 


ORGANIST KEEP SON PLAYING. 


When the fire was discovered the or- 


ganist continued to play, increasing the 
volume of his instrument to thunderous 
tones, but the refrain could not be heard, 
drowned out in the medley of shouts and 
screams from the panic-si ricken audience. 
Pastor Johnson strove to quiet his peo- 
ple; he pleaded and prayed, but the au- 
dience turned its back and fled for the 
doors* 


Eight hudred persons were in the au- 


ditorium of the church on the second 
floor when the fire started. The pastor 
has just concluded his sermon and was 
putting on his baptismal robe prepara- 
tory to baptising two converts when he 
saw smoke issuing from a small crevice 
along the wall in front of1 the altar. A 
revival was in progress in the church 
and the negroes were in a state of ex- 
citement, a fact which may have had 
something to do with the terrible panic 
which followed. 
' 


Others in the congregation saw- the 


smoke almost as soon as the pastor and 
some heedless one cried "fire!" Instant- 
ly the cry swept through the audience. 
The collection was being taken and the 
choir was singing an anthem. The sing- 
ers changed their music to shrieks of 
fear; the ushers dropped their cnllection 
baskets. 
Then the rush for the exits 


followed and lives were crushed out.

Attired in night dress and lying across 


a bed in the boarding house of Mrs. 
Agnes Van 
Buskirk, 518 Wisconsin 


street, the lifeless body of Henry Wies- 
mann, eccentric attorney Si Racine and 
Kenosha counties, was discovered about 
0:30 o'clock this morning. .Bed clothes 
wore saturated with blood and the ap- 
pearance of the body indicaipd that the 
attorney had been attacked with hem- 
orrhage of the lungs 
and succumbed 


without having been able to call for as- 
sistance. 


Mrs. Van Buskirk, who discovered the 


dead man, when seen said that Mr. Wies- 
mann came to her house on Friday even- 
ing about 0 o'clock and asked for a room 
and was accommodated. He had been 
there many times before. Not having 
liad his supper he went out, but 
soon 


came back and retired. Saturday morn- 
ing he arose and went about his busi- 
ness. In the evening he returned and 
again asked for a room. For a time he 
silt in the parlor and talked with Mrs. 
Van Bu.-skirk and she remarked that he 
was looking bad. Mr. Wicsmann 
said 


that he was feeling very ill, having 
been working hard on legal cases and 
settling up the estate of his brother, 
John Wiesmaim, who two months ago 
accidentally tumbled into a well at the 
farm in Kenosha county and was drou ti- 
ed. 


At the usual time he retired. Sunday 


morning Mrs. Van Buskirk 
tried ihe 


door of his room, but it was locked. She 
made considerable noise, but failed to 
awaken the attorney and she decided 
that he must be asleep. It scorns that, 
no further iit-Lention was 
paid to the 


man, but this morning Mrs. Van Buskirk 
noticed that the door was unlocked and 
supposed that Mr. Wicsmann had got up 
and gone out. 


FINDS HDI DEAD. 


She entered the room and was horri- 


fied to discover the body of Mr. Wies- 
mnnn lying across the bed, and at a, 
glance knew he was dead. Much excit- 
ed and'her nerves shocked, Mrs. Van 
Buskirk ran to a neighbor's and the au- 
thorities wore notitied. 
Ofliccr Bert 


George hurried to the house and took 
possession of the room and the body un- 
til Coroner Jones Hoyle was able to get 
there. 51 rs. Van Bnskirk could give no 


a at what time Mr. Wiesmann died, 


but it must have been some time be- 
;wcen Sunday morning and this morning. 
The remains were cold and f.ill ;'iul the 
blood on the bed clothes and face of the 
dead man was dried up. 


WAS WELL KNOWN. 


Few men were better known in .Gacine 


and Kenosha counties than Henry Wics- 
mann. He wns very eccentric and at 
times insane. For many years ho prac- 
ticed law i:i the village of Union Grove, 
but his home was on a farm in Brighton, 
Kenosha county. In the county court ho 
settled up hundreds of estates and did 
other legal business for people of Rac.ino 
and Kenosha counties. Being a careful 


d saving man it was estimated at one 


time that he was worth $23,000. Some 
years ago his health failed him and he 
acted queer. Suddenly he disappeared 
and. it was feared that he had perished. 
Six weeks later he was discovered at the 
Chicago & Northwestern railway depot 
in this city. His mind was a blank. He 
could not tell where he had been or 
what train brought him to the city. 


HAD $3,000. 


In his liand he carried a satchel and in 


the satchel was $3,000. This money ho 
had carried with him and it was consid- 
ered marvelous that ho had not been 
robbed. Friends took him to his homo 
in Brighton, Kenosha county, believing 
that refit would euro him, but ho became 
worse and was sent to an asylum where 
he remained, perhaps a year and wns 
then-released. Returning to his homo he 
labored under the impression that many 
of his former clients o-wcd him money 
and that he was entitled to the same and 
he commenced a dozen suits against ad- 
ministrators of estates of deceased per- 
sons. 


WAS EXAMINED. 


Kenosha county people believed that 


he was insane and applied to the Keno- 


sha county court for the appointment of 
physicians to examine into his mental 
condition. Physicians reported him in- 
sane. Officers made an attempt to find 
Mr. Wiesmann, but he kept out of the 
way and defied them to come and get 
him and he was never sent to the asy- 
lum. On account of having been declar- 
ed insane was was not permitted to prac- 
tice in the courts, but lie appealed and 
eventually again practiced. 


- 
COULD NOT VOTE. 


When Mr, Wiesmann called ' at the 


polls in Brighton, Kenosha county, to 
vote, the clerks nnd inspectors refused 
to permit him to cant his ballot on thr. 
ground that he was insane. He com- 
menced a suit for 
$10,000 
damages 


against tbe clerks and inspectors, but 
was defeated in the courts, after he 
fought hard .to'get the ease before a 
jury. He was very bitter towards all 
,vho had in any way rebelled against hia 
peculiarities and claimed that there was 
a conspiracy to send him to the asylum, 
so that they would not have to" pay him 
money honestly due. 


SUIT FOR 550,000. 


Before his sudden carrying off he had 


in mind a suit for $50,000 against some 
eighty residents of Kenosha and Racine 
counties whom he alleged had conspired 
to ruin his reputation and business and 
send .him to an asylum. This was never 
brought, however. Some of the com- 
plaints in his suits and the. answers were 
remarkable from a legal standpoint. 


SUIT AGAINST HDI. 


Only Saturday night a replevin suit 


was commenced against Mr. Wiesmann, 
in Kenosha county, by Mrs. Mary Dahl, 
against the estate of John Wiesmann, to 
recover §100. Officers went to the Wies- 
man farm, found no one at home and 
stuck the summons under the door. 


HIS HISTORY. 


Henry Wicsmann was born in Prussia 


in 1830 and emigrated to America with 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. John Wics- 
mann, in 1S47, settling in Brighton, Ken- 
osha county, where he practically lived 
all his life, a single man. In the common 
schools he obtained an education. In 
1S52 he was elected district clerk of his 
school district, which he held until 1S71; 
then he was elected treasurer, which he 
held until 1875; he was also elected jus- 
tice of the peace and lie .did.nearly all 
the legal business in the western part ol 
Racine and Kenosha counties; also he 
was town clerk and assessor. During 
these years lie studies law and he enter- 
ed the state University at Madison, and 
after a course of studios he graduated 
and was admitted to the bar in 1S73 and 
practiced up to the time of his demise. 
.-\t one time he was a candidate for dis- 
trict attorney on thf> Democratic ticket 
in Kenosha county. 


BROTHER'S TRAGIC DEATH. 


Less than two months ago John Wies- 


mnnn, a brother,.met a tragic death. He 
went to a barrel well on the farm to get 
water. In some manner he fell headlong 
into the water and was drowned. Hours 
after he was discovered with his logs 
sticking out of the well. It 
was two 


days.before Henry could be found nnd 
informed of the death. 


The brother was heavily iu debt and it 


worried the attorney as did his otuer 
litigation. He was continually on the 
go and-'the strain wore him out; he evi- 
dently contracted a bad cold and it de- 
veloped into a hemorrhage and he, was 
strickcnMn the night"; unable to call for 
help, he htrew himself across hte bed and 
died. 


NO INQUEST HELD. 


Coroner Jonas Ifoyle called 
in Dr. 


Brehni, county physician, who made a 
careful investigation and 
gave 
as his 


opinion that death resulted from hem- 
orrhage of the lungs, no doubt following 
sickness at the stomach. There being no 
question about the cause of death, Cor- 
oner Hoyle decided not to hold an in- 
quest. 


The Jjody w.tis removed to the under- 


taking establishment of Baycrc-an and 
Krug. It being impossible to reach rel- 
atives by phone the coroner sent a tele- 
gram to John Daniels, a brother-in-law 
of the dead man, notifying him of the 
death of Mr. Wicsmann. So far as 
known there survives Mr. Wiesmanu an 
aged mother and one sister. There was 
found in his room a satchel containing 
$14.50, two pairs of glasses, a pair of fur 
mittens and wearing .apparel. What dis- 
position will be rande of the body ias 
not been determined, but most likely will 
be forwarded to Brighton. 


LAMENTS LOSS OF CIGAR 


AFTER FALLING 300 FEET 


ORMOND, FUi., Jan. 22.—Falling 300 
feet with his aeroplane, Charles Hamil- 
ton, the sky pilot, yesterday collided 
with the tall flagpole close to the Hotel 
Ormond bathhouse on the beach and es- 
caped with a lively shaking up.

seamen from the shipwrecked schooner

near the British const sinking from the 
effects yf the pounding of huge waves 
and sent a boat to tak« oft the Kipling s 
crew. It stood alongside the schooner, 
some times rising to the level of the 
decks and some times dropping far be- 
low them, with the roll of the waves. 
Kvery man on the Kipling had sai«ly 
jumped into this bobbing boat, and the 
oars had been dipped to row away when 
the schooner swung around so that the 
bowsprit was directly over the lifeboat.

Carl Wolf, one of Racine's oldest'Ger- 


man pioneer residents, died at S o'clock- 
last evening, at; the home of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Emil KauiTiing, 2021'West High 
street, aged 82 years and 2 months. 


Deceased was born in Saxony, Ger- 


many, November S, 1823. When of prop- 
er age he learned the trade of brewer 
and malstor. In the ycnr 1S4U he came 
to Racine. Being a thrifty young Ger- 
man he made good and soon owned con- 
siderable property. 


Later he established the Wolf brewery 


in the town of Mt. Pleasant, one of the 
very tirst breweries ever located here. In 
connection with this he opened a hand 
some and pleasant garden, and for years 
there \v«s no more pr'-^incnt.or pleas- 
ant place than the Wolf garden. 


When the Horlick Food factory first 


started he was their malster for a long 
time, but finally retired.

the life insurance business is actual an- 
nual accounting nnd distribution of the 
surplus to policyholders. The next im- 
portant step is to limit the expense of 
new bu.iineis by prohibiting excessive 
commissions to agents for securing new 
business. 


Prohibit by law the use of proxies nnd 


compel companies to permit their policy- 
holder.; to vote either in person or .by 
mail: >In my opinion, the life insurance 
situation in such us to warrant a spcc- 
i-il pension of the legislature of Wisconsin, 
if only to enact the laws I have just Sug- 
gested."

Toft appeared before the house commit- 
tee on insular affairs today to discuss 
the.

organization

about by -the Philippine commission, and 
the secretary of war urged its passage 
as it was highly desirable to have con- 
gress approve the organization and thus 
remove any question as to the authority 
of the Philippine commission to create 
departments. 
The bill approves 
the 


changing of the names of the four de- 
partments of government to the depart- 
ments of public instruction, of the inter- 
ior, of finance'and commerce and of jus- 
tice. It grants the governor general di- 
rect control of the executive bureau, the 
bureau of civil 'service and the bureau of 
audits and the city of Manila. 


Under the bill the department of inter- 


ior is granted general supervision of the 
non-Christian tribes, excepting those in 
More province. Mr. Taft said this was 
desirable as ihe personal attention of the 
secretary of this department would en- 
able these tribes to advance in civilisa- 
tion more rapidly than they otherwise 
could. 


The committee asked Secretary Taft 


to consider the bill further; together 
vith Governor General Luke E. Wright 
of the Philippines, who will be heard by 
the committee at its next meeting.

'seedless raisins, one-third grated nutmeg 
and three-quarters cup of sugar.

Object oi State Board of Control 


to do Away With Iron Pro- 


tection at Asylums. 


Since Herman .Pfeiffer, an inmate of 


the Racine county insane • asylum, was 
killed by falling from a window while 
attempting to escape, there haa 
been 


criticism because the bars on the win- 
dow of his room \vere not stronger, that 
it was easy for the man to wrench them 
off and that if they had been of suffic- 
ient strength the man could not have 
broken them away and his life 
might 


have been spared. The coroner's 
jury 


censured the building 
committee 
for 


what they considered an error. 


Tt *vas ascertained today that it is the 


desire of the state board of control to 
discourage the placing of bars on win- 
dows of asylums and that eventually all 
windows will be free of them, unless they 
arc placed on the inside as a protection 
to patients who might break the gla'ss 
and cut themselves. 


LOOKS LIKK PRISON. 


The fact is" argued that bars give an 


asylum the appearance 
of a 
prison. 


Friends of insane patients shrink from 
having them in a building of this char- 
acter, for it creates the impression that 
they arc dangerous and bars are ncees- 
stiry, in other word; that they are abso- 
lute prisoners. 


At the Eacine county asylum there are 


nearly 130 patients. Out of that number 
Mr. Pfeiffer is tho only one who ever- 
mndc an attempt to escape from a -win- 
dow and the same per cent holds good 
in other asylums of the state. Superin- 
tendents claim that the bars on the out- 
side of the building are not ncce.ssary 
and only on the inside where some pat-, 
ients might be a little wild and apt to 
brenk the glass. The clnim is made that 
in a few years not an asylum in the state 
will have bars on the windows. ' '

TAX ASSESSMENT IN 


COUNTY OF KENOSHA 


HleUost ievlod Acnlnst Property In Some-a 


—Town or YTheatland Hna the 


Smallest. 


County Clerk W. C. Crosby filed with1 


the secretary of state at Madison today 
his filial report of taxes assessed in Ken- 
osha county for the year 1005. This re- 
port deals only with taxes which are as- 
sessed for payment of county, county 
school, and town and citj' taxes, and the 
amount of money assessed for the pay- 
ment of the state tax \s not included in 
the amounts. 
"' The highest tax is levied against the 
property of the town of Somers, the to- 
tal amount to be paid being placed at 
$10,042, The town of Wheatland has-the 
smallest tax, the total levy being $G44. 


Several of the towns in the county are 


decidedly fortunate in having saloon li- 
censes to meet all of the current ex- 
penses of the town. This is the fact in 
the towns 
of Salem, Wheatland 
and 


Pleasant Prairie, and in fact the receipts 
from the saloon licenses in nearly all of 


;se towns are far in excess of the cost 


of running the towns. Pleasant Prairie 
has only three saloons, but the towns in 
the western part of the county have a 
saloon at almost every lake. 


Bristol, Pleasant Prairie and Somers 


have each levied $500 ior the care of pau- 
pers during the coming year, but a pau- 
per levy has not been found necessary in 
any of the other towns. ""Paris is'the 
only town in the county which collects 
a poll tnx. In this town the sum of 
$100 Li to be collected as poll tax, and it 
will go into the fund for the care-of the' 
public highways. All of the towns 'in 
the county ha-ve made liberal appropria- 
tions for the improvement of highways, 
the total amount appropriated in the 
county being a little over §10,382. Out- 
side of taxes levied for highway improve- 
ment, the levy is largely for school pur- 
poses. Bristol and Brighton have each 
made special appropriations for the pay- 
ment of tuition of students attending 
the city high school. 


The levy for the city not including 


tiie state tax, is placed at $11!),9G0.20. 


With the report is submitted a report 


of the indebtedness of the city and the 
towns. The indebtcdress of the city is 
shown to be $17,200, while that of the 
town of Satem is given as $4,120.83. None 
of the other towns in the count}' has any 
old debts.

Commissioner Forbes— 


What They Say. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22—Secretary 


Taft today sent to the senate a state- 
ment in response to a resolution calling 
upon him for information as to "wheth- 
er any member of the Philippine commis- 
sion of any officer of the army or navy 
of the United States directly or indirect- 
ly owned on Dec. 1, 1005, or now owns 
any land in the Philippine islands, or 
had at any time or now has any interest 
or right in such land of any character," 
and if so, "what such ownership, inter- 
est or right is, where the land is situat- 
ed, particularly with reference to the 
location of proposed railroads in said 
islands, and who said officials are." 


The secretary stated that he brought 


the resolution to the attention of Gov- 
ernor General Wright and Commissioner 
Forbes, both of whom are now in Wash- 
ington, and cabled to the members of the 
commission in Manila for statements, tho 
replies from all being transmitted. Mr. 
Taft then said: 


CHALLENGED TRUTH. 


"I may add that when I was civil gov- 


ernor of the Philippine islands an article 
was published in a Manila newspaper 
containing an insinuatiori 
that some 


member of the commission was interest-. 
cd in investments in the Philippine is- 
lands which will bo affected by legisla- 
tion of the commission. On the publica- 
tion of tliis article, I challenged the 
truth of its statements by letter and 
asked for specification. The insinuation 
was withdrawn by formal retraction in 
tue newspaper. This was the occasion 
of au investigation which I instituted to 
ascertain whether any member of the 
then commission, which was Constituted 
at that time of Luke 1C. Wright, Henry 
C. 
Ulo, Dean C. Worcester, 
Bernard 


Mosc~ and myself had made any invest- 
ment in land or otherwise in the Philip 
pine islands at that time and I learned 
by personal inquiry 
and 
investigation 


that ao American member of the com- 
mission had made any such investment 
;r. the Philippine islands. Of course the 
Filipino members of tho commission were 
known when appointed to be the owners 
of landed estates. 


"With reference to the question wheth- 


er any officers of the army may interest 
in lauds or have obtained an option for 
the purchase of them along the line of 
projected railways or elsewhere I beg to 
say chat certainly 75 per cent of all the 
ollieers of the army have been at some 
time or another since American occupa- 
tion on duty in the Philippines, and that 
inquiry directed to the question whether 
any of these officers, who number some 
three thousand, have the interests men- 
tioned in the resolution of the senate 
could not be answered by personal state- 
ments from each oHicer of the army un- 
der four months. If it be suggested that 
land records in the Philippines might be 
consulted, I beg to say that the land 
record* are to be found in 35 or 36 prov- 
invcs of tiic archipelago, and that it 
would require further investigation to 
identify the land owners shown there an 
army officers." 


QUOTED A CIRCULAR. 


The secretary then quoted a circular 


issued by General MacArthur at Manila 
in May, 1!)00, 
while 
commanding the 


army in the islands dnving military gov- 
ernment, saying it is presumed that its 
injunction was obeyed. General McAr- 
lliur in the circular quoted the following 
nrticle from "Instructions for the gov- 
ernment of armies in the Held:" 


"Neither ollieers nor soldiers are allow- 


ed to make use of their position or pow- 
er 
in the hostile country for private 


gain, not oven for commercial transac- 
tions otherwise legitimate. Ull'enses to 
the contrary committed by commissioned 
ofHeers will be punished with cashiering 
or such other punishment as the nature 
of the offense may require; if by soldiers 
they shall be punished according to the 
nature of the offense." 


Mr. Taft said iu conclusion: 
'In view of the very burdensome char 


tctcr of the investigation necessary to 
discover whether among throe thousniu 
persons there may be anyone who has an 
interest in land in the Philippine island* 
I 
respectfully request the further in 


Btruction of the senate with a view to 
possibly narrowing the scope of the in 
quiry in accordance with the information 
or report upon which the resolution w 
presumably based, so that full answer 


may be made in a shorter time than four 
months. So far as the investigation in- 
to the ownership of lands in the Philip- 
pines by officers of the navy is concern- 
ed, I beg to point out that I have no 
jurisdiction to make inquiry with respect 
to them and I have accordingly forward- 
ed a copy of the resolution to the secre- 
tary of the navy for such action as may 
be deemed proper." 


HEPLY OF GOT. WEIGHT. 


In his reply, Governor General Wright 


said: 


"I have not now and never have had, 


nt any time, any interest, direct or indi- 
rect, in lands or any other property in 
the Philippine islands, or any option for 
the purchase thereof, except household 
personalty necessary to the comfort of 
myself and family. 


Ho said: "The propriety of any mem- 


ber of the Philippine commission own- 
ing property in the Philippine island in 
lands or other than household effects, in- 
cluding horses and carriages, was at an 
early date discussed by the members of 
the commission and it was unanimously 
agreed that under all the circumstances 
it was a manifest impropriety for any of 
us to have any such interest, and so far 
as I know and believe, that conclusion 
has been religiously lived up to from 
that time to this. There tho three Fil- 
ipino members of the commission, each 
of whom is a man of considerable prop- 
erty and, as I happen to know, all three 
of 
them are large land owners. The 


lands owned by them, however, as I am 
informed, have not been recently acquir- 
ed, and I should bo very much astonish- 
ed if they have recently acquired any 
land along the line of the projected rail- 
roads. Indeed while the termini of the 
roads have been fixed and their general 
direction, they have not been so located 
that it would bo possible for any one to 
acquire land with the 
expectation of 


laving them benefited by the projected 
•ailroads." 


Commissioners Ide, Worcester 
and 


Smith each cabled that he does not and 
never did own any land in the islands 
nor had any interest in such lands of any 
iharactcr, directly or indirectly, or any 
options to buy lands. Commissioner 
Forbes declared that he docs not and 
never has owned or had any interest in 
and in the Philippines nor options to 
buy. 


Commissioners,. Tayora, Legarda and 


Luzuriaga gave a detailed statement of 
the lands owned by them in the Philip- 
pines and when acquired. Messrs. Ta- 
vera and Legarda declared that so far 
.is they know none of their land will be 
affected by any proposed new railroad 
lines. Mr. Luzuriaga said he owned land 
in the province of Ncgros Occidental 
which he bos had far more than thirty 
years, and said he does not know wheth- 
er any new railroad line will pass by 
•my part of his land in that province. He 
•said ho owns another hacienda in the 
municipality of Hog, not near a project- 
ed railroad, which he took last yctlr un- 
der a mortgage given ten years ago. 


VALIDITY TO BE TESTED 


Citizens Question Personal Tax 


Assessments—May Organize 


to Fight the Matter. 


Reports are current that a number of 


leading citizens will organize for the pur- 
pose of testing the validity of personal 
tax assessments made last year. It is 
claimed that no attempt was made to 
equalize tho taxes charged. 


At the last meeting of the council 


communications wore presented protest- 
ing against the personal ta-x assessments 
and asking for rebates. Nearly all of 
these were referred to the tax commit- 
tee. It will be recalled that a year ago 
a committee was appointed, as provided 
bv a resolution adopted by the council, 
to go over the personal property of the 
city. 


This committee made up a list of per- 


sonal taxes and it was turned over to 
the assessors. Then u great many per- 
sons appeared before tho bonrd of review 
and made oath that they did not have 
personal property, worth amounts assess- 
ed against them. Slight changes wore 
made, but 
the bulk of assessments 


stood. 


Those opposed claim that these assess- 


ments cannot be collected for tho reason 
that the assessors and the special com- 
mittee appointed by the council never 
investigated fully the regulation of as- 
sessments on 
personal property. The 


matter is creating more or less interest, 
for the reason attorneys have been con- 
sulted.

CHICAGO, Jan. 22.—A severe storm

rection there being no communication 
whatever w-ith the cast. The only direc- 
tion in which the telegraph service was 
at all adequate wag in the direction of 
Milwaukee. 


Inside the city, telephone communici;- 


tion was badly crippled, the electric Hues 
of street ears were almost out of com- 
mission, it sometimes requiring an hour 
to move a car the 
distance 
of one 


square. 
The elevated roads were still 


greater sufferers, however, several of the 
lines being compelled to cease 
opera- 


tions altogether by midnight. 


No cars were moved around the loop in 


tho business section of the city before 7 
o'clock this morning and then the ser- 
vice was of the most meager description. 
Ice, in some places covered the third rail 
to the depth of one-quarter of an inch, 
making it almost impossible to rnovo 
trains. 


The electric lines running out into the 


country from this city were compelled to 
cease operations by ton 
o'clock last 


night, and ninny passengers on the Au- 
rora, .Elgin and Chicago line being com- 
pelled to remain all night in the depots, 


PvISKED HIS LIFE. 


Traffic in the business section on the 


elevated road was opened by a workman 
who hazarded his life by holding a scrap- 
cr on tho third rail just in front of the 
transmission shoe, while the train was 
moving. By this means some of the ice 
was cleared nnd when the trip had been 
made half a dozen times, it was possible 
to move trains around the loop in a 
creeping fashion, the groat difficulty bo- 
ing that new ico nnd sloet would form 
almost as rapidly as tho old could be re 
moved. 


COMMUNICATION 
SUFFERS. 


Telegraph and telephone communica- 


tion commenced to sulTor 
during 
the 


night when the rain changed to sleet and 
the wires began to sag. By this morning 
nearly all of the wiros leading out of the 
city were down with the exception of a 
few toward tha north, nnd communica- 
tion in this direction was uncertain in 
the. extreme. 


Large

KILLED IN CHURCH PANIC 


Caused Tby Cry ol Fire in Colored 


Baptist Church Philadelphia 


Music of Organ and Chnir a'.id Picas of 


Pastor Could NotSt y the 


Frantic Crowd, 
\ 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 22.—Eighteen 


persons were killed and probably half a 
:iundred were injured in a panic follow- 
.ng tho cry of. fire last night in St. Paul's 
olored Baptist church, on the west side 


of Eighth street between Poplar street 
and Girard avenue. 


The services were being held on the 


second floor of the building. A defective 
flue set fire to the chimney, causing 
smoke to issue through the crevices in 
the floor near the pulpit. The room was 
well filled at the time nnd the cry of fire, 
coupled with the sight of smoke, threw 
the congregation into a panic. 


A wild rush was made for tho sairs 


despite the efforts of tho Rev. E. W. 
Johnson, tho pastor, to allay the fears 
of the irenzied people. All wanted to 
;et out at once and men, women, and 
children alike were knocked down and 
trampled upon by those pushing from be- 
hind. 


ORGANIST KEEP SOX PLAYING. 
When the fire was discovered the or- 


ganist continued to play, increasing the 


olunie of his instrument to thunderous 


tones, buttha refrain could not be heard, 
drowned out in the medley of shouts and 
screams from the panic-stricken audience. 
Pastor Johnson strove to quiet his peo- 
ple; he pleaded nnd prayed, but tho au- 
dience turned its back and fled for the 
doors 


Eight hudred persons were in the au- 


ditorium of the church on the second 
floor when the fire started. The pastor 
has just concluded his sermon and was 
putting on his baptismal robe prepara- 
tory to baptising two converts when ho 
saw smoke issuing from a small crevice 
along tho wall in front oSf the altar. A 
revival was in progress in the church 
and the negroes were in n state of ex- 
citement, a fact which may have had 
something to do with the terrible panic 
which followed. 
• 


Others in the congregation saw tho 


smoke almost as soon as the pastor and 
some heedless ono cried "fire!" 
Instant- 


ly tho cry swept through the audience. 
The collection was being taken nnd tho 
choir was singing an anthem. The sing- 
ers changed their music to shrieks of 
fenr; the ushers dropped their collection 
baskets, 
Thon the rush for tho exits 


followed and lives were crushed out.

street, the lifeless body of Henry Wies- 
mann, eccentric attorney of Kacine and 
Kenosha. counties, was discovered about 
0:30 o'clock this morning. Bed clothes 
were saturated with blood and the ap- 
pearance of the body indicated that the 
attorney had been attacked with hem- 
orrhage 
of the lungs and succumbed 


without having been able to call for as- 
sistance. 


Mrs. Van Buskirk, who discovered the 


dead man, when seen said that Mr. Wies- 
mann came to her house on Friday even- 
ing about 0 o'clock and asked for a room 
and was accommodated. He had been 
there many times before. Xot having 
had his supper, he went out, but 
soon 


came back and retired. Saturday morn- 
ing he arose and went about his busi- 
ness. In the evening he returned and 
again asked for a room. For a time ho 
sat in the parlor and talked with Mrs- 
Van Buskirk and she remarked that he 
was looking bad. Mr. Wiesmann said 
that ho was feeling very ill, having 
been working hard on legal cases and 
settling up the estate of his brother, 
John Wicsmaun, who two months ago 
accidentally tumbled into a well at the 
farm in Kenosha county and was drown- 
ed. 


At the usual time he retired. Sunday 


morning Mrs. Van Buskirk tried 
Ihe 


door of his room, but it was locked. She 
made considerable noise, but failed to 
awaken the attorney and she decided 
that he must bo asleep. It seems that, 
no further attention was paid to the 
man, but this morning Mrs. Van Buskirk 
noticed that the door was unlocked and 
supposed that Mr. Wiesmann had got up 
and gone out. 


FINDS HIM DEAD. 


She entered tho room and was horri- 


fied to discover the body of Mr. Wies- 
mnnn lying aeross the bed, and at a 
glnnco knew 'he was dead. Much, excit- 
ed and'her nerves shocked, Mrs. Van 
Buskirk ran to a neighbor's and the aur 
thorities were notified. 
Officer 
Berfc 


George hurried to the house and took 
possession of tho room and the body un- 
til Coroner Jones Hoyle was able to get 
there. Mrs. Van Buskirk could give no 
T8ea at what time Mr. Wiesmann died, 
but it must have been some time be- 
tween Sunday morning and this morning. 
The remains were cold and sti;T i'iid the 
blood on the bod clothes and face of the 
dead man was dried up. 


WAS WELL KNOWN. 


Few men were better known in .Racine 


and Kenosha counties than Henry Wics- 
mann. Ho was very eccentric and at 
times insane. For many yoars ho prac- 
ticed law in tho village of Union Grove, 
but his home was on a farm in Brighton, 
Kenosha county. In the county court he 
settled up hundreds of estates and did 
other legal business for people of Hnc.ino 
and Kenosha counties. Being a careful 
and saving man it was estimated at one 
time that he was worth $25,000. Some 
years ago his health failed him and he 
acted queer. Suddenly lie disappeared 
and, it was feared that he had perished. 
Six weeks later he was discovered at the 
Chicago & Northwestern railway depot 
in this city. His mind was a blank. He 
could not tell where he had been or 
what train brought him to the city. 


HAD $3,000. 


In his hand he carried a satchel and in 


the satchel was $3,000. This money he 
had carried with him and it was consid- 
ered marvelous that he had not been 
robbed. Friends took him to his homo 
in Brighton, Kenosha county, believing 
that rest would cure him, but he became 
worse and was sent to an asylum whore 
he remained, perhaps a year and was 
then-released. Returning to his home he 
labored under tho impression that many 
of his former clients o-wed him money 
nnd that ho was entitled to tho same and 
he commenced a dozen suits against ad- 
ministrators of estates of deceased per- 
sons. 


WAS EXAMINED. 


Kenosha county people believed that 


he was insane and applied to the Keuo 


sha county court for the appointment of 
physicians to examine into his mental 
condition. Physicians 
reported him in- 


sane. Officers made an attempt to find 
Mr. Wiesmann, but he kept out of the 
way and defied them to come and get 
him and he was never sent to the asy- 
lum. On account of having been declar- 
ed insane wTas was not permitted to prac- 
tice in the courts, but he appealed and 
eventually again practiced. 


- 
COULD NOT VOTE. 


When Mr. Wiesmann called ' at the 


polls in Brighton, Kenosha county, to 
vote, the clerks and inspectors refused 
to permit him to cast his ballot on the 
ground that he was insane. He com- 
menced 
a suit for 
$10,000 
damages 


against the clerks and inspectors, but 
was defeated in the courts, after he 
fought hard to get the case before a 
jury. He was very bitter towards all 
who had iu any way rebelled against hid 
peculiarities and claimed that there was 
a conspiracy to send him to the asylum, 
so that they would not have to" pay him 
money honestly due. 


SUIT FOR .$.50,000. 


Before his sudden carrying off he had 


in mind a suit for $50,000 against some 
eighty residents of Kenosha and Racine 
counties whom he alleged had conspired 
to ruin his reputation and business and 
send.him to an asylum. This was never 
brought, however. Some of the com- 
plaints in his suits and the. answers were 
remarkable from a legal standpoint. 


SUIT AGAINST HIM. 


Only Saturday night a replevin suit 


was commenced against Mr. Wiesmann, 
in Kenosha county, by Mrs. Mary Dahl, 
against the estate of John Wiesmann, to 
recover $100. 
Officers went to the Wies- 


man farm, found no one at home and 
stuck the summons under the door. 


HIS HISTORY. 


Henry Wiesmann was born in Prussia 


in 1830 and emigrated to America with 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. John Wies- 
mann, in 1847, settling in Brighton, Ken- 
osha county, where he practically lived 
all his life, a single man. In the common 
schools he obtained 
an education. In 


1S52 he was elected district clerk of his 
school district, which he held until 1S71; 
then he was elected treasurer, which he 
held until 1875; he was also elected jus- 
tice of the peace and he .did.nearly all 
the legal business in the western part of 
Racine and Kenosha counties; -also he 
was town clerk and assessor. During 
these years he studies law and he enter- 
ed the state University at Madison, and 
after a course of studies he graduated 
and was admitted to the bar in 1S73 and 
practiced up to the time of his demise. 
At one time he was a candidate for dis- 
trict attorney on the Democratic ticket 
in Kenosha county. 


BROTHER'S TRAGIC DEATH. 


Less than two months ago John- Wies- 


mann, a brother, met a tragic death. He 
went to a barrel well on the farm to get 
water. In some manner he fell headlong 
into the water and was drowned. Hours 
after he was discovered with his legs 
sticking 
out of the well. It 
was two 


da.ys.before Henry could be found und 
informed of the death. 


The brother was heavily in debt and it 


worried the attorney as did his otuer 
litigation. Ee was continually on tho 
go and the strain wore him out; he evi- 
dently contracted a bad cold and it de- 
veloped into a hemorrhage and he was 
striekefllHn the night"; unable to call for 
help, he htrew himself across hto bed. and 
died. 


NO INQUEST HELD. 


Coroner Jonas Hoylc called 
in Dr. 


Brehni, county physician, who made n 
careful investigation nnd gave 
as his 


opinion that death resulted from hem- 
orrhage of the lungs, 110 doubt following 
sickness at the stomach. There being no 
question about the cause of death, Cor- 
oner Hoyle decided not to hold an in- 
quest. 


The Jjody was removed to the under- 


taking establishment of Bayerrjan and 
Krug. It being impossible to reach rel- 
atives by phone the coroner sent a tele- 
gram to John Daniels, a brother-in-law 
of the dead man, notifying him of the 
death 
of Mr. Wiesmann. So for 
as 


known there survives Mr. Wic-snmnn nn 
aged mother and one sister. There was 
found in his room a satchel containing 
$14.50, two pairs of glasses, a pair of fur 
mittens and weaving .apparel. What dis- 
position will be made of tho body Jins 
not been determined, but most likely will 
be forwarded to Brighton.

WITNESS FIGHT? 


Chicago and Milwaukee Railway De- 


sires Entrance—They Also In- 


teiid to Carry Freight on 


85 Kile Buu. 


It has been stated in these column* 


that representatives of the Chicago Si 
Milwaukee Electric Railway 
company 


have been traveling through Racine and 
Kenosha counties, endeavoring to pur- 
chase or get options on land for a right- 
of-way. The railway will pass through 
this county just west, of Mound ceme- 
tery. George Peterson was engaged to 
assist in getting the options. Records at 
the register of deeds office show that 
four pieces have been secured. Just ho\r 
many options have been obtained is not 
definite. 


SEEK RACINE ENTRANCE. 


All of the required right of way, or 


nearly all. through Kenosha county to 
the Racine county line, has been purchas- 
ed and the road built almost 
to that 


point. The expectation was that t the 
road would be completed and in opera- 
tion this year. Promoters of the enter- 
prise, however, are anxious to gain en- 
trance to Racine, so that they mayyerect 
a freight house and take freight. Twelfth 
street has been mentioned; 
also Six- 


teenth street and then it has been rum- 
ored that Manajrer Beggs was willing t<j 
sell the Sixth street line and that nego- 
tiations were ponding for its sale or 
lease. 
This has been denied by 
Mr. 


Beggs and other officers of the Milwau- 
kee Electric Railway & Light Co.. and it 
would appear true if reports from Mil- 
waukee can be depended upon. 


These rumors intimate that Milwaukee 


is about to witness a street .railway 
fight, compared with which all other in- 
cidents of a similar nature in that city 
will appear trivial. 


BKGGS ISSUES CHALLENGE. 


It is said that Manager Beggs has re- 


fused to permit the Chicago & MUwau-. 
kee railway to enter the fity over his 
lines, and incidentally has served notice 
that he will fight any attempt on their 
part to enter that city within thirty 
miles of his interurban system, in other 
words no other companv must enter his 
field. 
" 
! 


This fight is also directed against the 


Milwaukee-Northern and they have Joitt- 
ed hands with the Chicago & Milwaukee 
to fight Mr. Beggs for an entrance to 
Milwaukee and the slogan is to open Mil- 
waukee to all and any interurban roads 
that may desire to entor.

panies, Betievolent and 


Fraternal Orders. 


CLAIM IT MEANS A 


BENEFIT TO PUBLIC 


Believe That Patient When Sick Should 


Select His Own Physician There- 


by Receiving Far Better

All the physicians of Racine of every 


school and description and without 
exception whatsoever have unanimously 
decided that all contract work for insur- 
ance companies, benevolent and, frater- 
nal organizations must be abandoned in 
the future, absolutely discontinued, as 
the time has come when it is realized 
that .such work is of no benefit cither to 
the physicians themselves nor to th'e pub- 
lic. 


For twenty years, more or less it has 


been customary that lodges, insurance 
companies, fraternal and benevolent as- 
sociations have engaged their own doc- 
tore for a small annual payment, and 
then this doctor must attend all the cases 
of sickness in such a society, 


WORKS HARM TO BOTH. ~ 


They say this practice must be stopped 


ns it works harm on the physicians as 
well as on the piiblic, and in justice, to 
both parties interested it has been de- 
cided that it must cease from nowon. 
There- is no exception whatsoever, . and 
there will be made no exceptions with 
any lodge, insurance company, fraternal 
or benevolent organization. 


The decision will be of benefit to: the 


physicians, but of far greater benefit to 
the public; for, it is self-evident that the 
individual patient receives a better treat- 
ment when he has bis own family phy- 
sician than when he has medical attcnel- 
iincc as per qontract with an organiza- 
tion, with which he is affiliated. And it 
is an old fact that no doctor takes as 
much interest in a "contract patient" a.; 
he elocs in a private? patient who seeks 
his own particular doctor according to 
his own wishes. 


EXERCISE OWN SELECTION. 


Patients when sick should have the 


privilege of calling the physician 
they 


want; in many instances it is so that 
when, for example, a man is injured in a 
factory, he is being sent to a certain phy- 
sician with whom some kind of a contract 
is in effect; the patient in such cases has 
not the liberty of selecting his own doc- 
tor, and this it is that tho Racine phy- 
sicians actin.g in concert now have decid- 
ed to eliminate. 


Any patient whether he is injured in 


a factory or whether he belongs to.any 
kind of a society should bo given, the lib- 
erty to call the doctor he desires, and 
not be compelled to resort to contract 
doctors. 


EXCEPTION TO THE RULES. 


There is one exception, however, to the 


newly adopted rules in this direction, and 
it is to the effect that the medical work 
for the poor of the city anel county will 
be done as heretofore, as will the work 
for the county asylum and all charitable 
institutions; thus no deserving poor will 
be without the proper medical attend- 
ance at any time while tho.=c who are 
able to pay their doctor's fees it-ill bo 
given the privilege to choose their own 
physicians iu the future. 


IIOP.K FOR PUBLIC APPROVAL. 
The Hacine physicians hope nnd b(?lieve 


that this step taken \n accordance with 
the unanimous decision of every man in 
Racine practicing medicine will be met 
with the full approbation of the public 
who will equally benefit by the new order 
of things. 
s 


The old custom has never been satis- 


factory to anyone; the doctors received 
while working under obligations of the 
contracts only a small compensation for 
their work, and as a consequence did not 
take the interest in it as they willingly 
and. gladly do when tho patient has se- 
lected his doctor according to hi,? own de- 
sires. 


Tho contracts which have not, yet ex- 


pired will be allowed to remain in effect 
until the time of their expiration, but no 
renewal of a.ny nature! will bo made. 


The decision is one of singular import- 


ance and should be thoroughly under- 
stood and appreciated by all.

SHAHO BATTLE SCENES 


Some uf the Horrors of War ai Described 


by a Correspondent* 


A war correspondent describes what 


he- saw on the battlefield of the Shaho: 
"We rode toward the wood beyond the. 
narrow valley where hundreds had fall- 
en. A voice called, to us. We turned 
and saw only the dead. A low, timorous 
voice haunted' the dread stillness of this 
hectatomb. 
Our eyea wandered 
over 


the dead in search of a sign of the liv- 
ing. A bush opened as though stirred 
by the wind and out of the green peer- 
ed a wan face. The man's legs were shat- 
tered; one limb hung loose 
like th 


empty sleeve of a coat. He had bound 
up his wounds and crawled into the bush 
where he had dug a shallow grave in 
which to hide himself from the enemy 
whom he had bee:n taught to fear even 
in death. A few crusts of black bread 
and a bottle of water had kept life in 
him for threa days until the appearance 
of a European gave him courage to be- 
tray his hiding place. We took a coat 
from a dead soldier and with two rifles 
made a stretcher upon which the groan- 
ing burden was borne to a hospital. 


"In the nullah through which the en- 


only fled under murderous fire the dead 
and dying lay like leaves of an autumn 
forest. Here I happened upon a'strange 
ly pathetic group—a wounded Kussian 
attended by two Japanese soldiers. They 
had made him a bed of coats, had emp- 
tied their water bottles down his parch- 
ed throat, had lighted a cigarette for 
him and had settled tlowii for a comfort- 
able talk, for wounds ever have a ton 
gue that needs no interpreter. Near the 
entrance to this valley of the shadow 
wns like a field of maize. The sheaves 
stood like towers of gold. Days before 
when the guns woke the echoes amonj 
the hills anel this valley was an active 
volcano. I saw the farmer fleeing like 
Lot from the city of destruction. Chil 
dreii clung to his dark blue -robe, while 
his wife stumbled with a bundle in her 
arms. The sheaves called in vain to the 
husbandman, for when death is reapei 
the harvest of the earth if ungnrncred. 


"Suddenly as we looked, one of .those 


golden towers burst opcu. and out dnrtee 
a pale figure with uplifted hands. 'Pick 
him up!' It is not pleasant to see a soi 
dier on his knees, and a Japanese is the 
proudest of men.' The Russian was tin 
hurt, but had been in hiding for three 
days and nights without food. He, too 
had waited for the sight of a Europcai 
and was not content until he had from 
Capt. Okada a note in Japanese thin 
g»ve him courage to approach the tem- 
pie on the hill. 


"Thus did we make our way over the 


field of battle until we came again to 
the hill of the dead 
Upon the groei 


slope, trampled red with bloody feet, laj 
the drummer who had 
sounded 
the 


alarm. His hands still grasped the drum 
sticks; his face was driven through the 
drum and by his side" was stretched ti 
charred and naked figure upon which the 
lire of a grenade had fed.

AFTER BOAT SMASHED 


Second Lite Boat Sent After First Was 


Dashed toPiec:s—The Kippliug 


Had Been Crippled tor 


Twenty Days. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—An account of 
strange ar.d thrilling rescue of seven 


seamen from the shipwrecked schooner 
iipling was brought here today by the 
.teamcr 
Maine 
from 
London. 
The 


iteamcr found the Kipling on January li, 
near the British coast sinking from the 
effects 'jt the pounding of huge waves 
and. sent a boat to taW> off the Kipling's 
crew. It stood alongside the schooner, 
some times rising to the level of the 
decks and some times dropping far be- 
ow them with the roll of the waves, 
ivery man on the Kipling had safely 
umped into this bobbing boat, and the 
oars had been dipped to row away when 
;he schooner swung around so that the 
>owsprit was directly over the lifeboat. 
Simultaneously a sea rose beneath the 
ioat carrying it up and crushing it 
against the bowsprit which struck direct- 
y across the midship section. 


CLUNG TO THE BOWSPRIT. 


In the midst of snapping oars and fly- 


hg splinters'the seven seamen from tho 
XJpling leaped up to 
the 
bowsprit, 


;hrowing their arms about available sup 
jorfcs and with their feet trying to kick 
;he lifeboat freje from its perilous posi- 
tion. This they did, but the lifeboat 
swept clear of the schooner leaving them 
clinging to the bowsprit- In the bottom 
of the boat one rescuer lay unconscious, 
liaving been struck on the head during 
he collision and the boat itself so bad- 
ly damaged that it was in danger of 
sinking. It 
was rowed back 
to the 


Maine while the crew of the Kiplin, 
clamored back to the deck of their ves- 
sel again. The Jfaine, however,' sent a 
second lifeboat to the schoner and this 
time the shipwrecked men were safely 
takn aboarel the steamer. 


The Kipling had 
been crippled for 


twenty days before sighting the Maine. 
She was bound for America.

One of the boldest and most successful 


Holdups in the history of Raciuc occurred 
shortly after 11 o'clock last night, when 
two strangers entered the sample rooms 
of Hans Nelson, 1430 State street, and 
armed with three revolvers, lined up 
bartender, Daly Hastmissen and live or 
six other men, relieving them of four 
watches, $20 in money and also robbed 
the cash register of between $30 and $40 
Mr. Nelson was also said to have been 
hold up, happening to enter when the 
robbery was in progress, but the thieves 
missed a poeketbook he had in his pock- 
et, containing $100 and they also failed 
to get a bag filled with money lying oi 
a desk beside the register. Completing 
their work the bold robbers backed out 
of tin; saloon. 


ESCAPED ON FREIGHT TRAIN. 
In a few moments Chief of Police Pfis 


tor and his men had been notified am 
all of the available ofllcers sent out on 
the cahe. it was. believed that the hold 
up men got on a freight train bounc 
north on th» Chicago & Northwestern 
railway, and Chief of Police Pfister wen 
to Milwaukee on the first train and oth 
era proeedced to Ivt-i, Corliss and Ken- 
osha. One of the motormcn of the last 
car on the Milwaukee Electric Railway 
& Light company, bound from Milwau- 
kee, reported that he had seen two men 
three or four miles north of the city, 
along the right of way'of the .system; 
that they dodged behind a fence to get 
out of the glare of light of the car and 
the description tallied with that of the 
men wanted. 


ENTER THE SALOON. 


It was about 11:20 o'clock when two 


men, wearing silk mufflers over their 
faces for masks, and armed with three, 
revolvers, one having two and the other 
one, suddenly entered the sample room 
from the rear door. "You fellers hold u±> 
your hands and line up there against the 
bar," yelled one of the robbers, and the 
s>ix or seven men iu the place gazed into 
the muzzle of the guns and lost no time 
in complying with the request. Among 
those held up were: Daly Rasmussen, 
bartender; Ernest P. Buggs, druggist; 
Martin Johnson, molder; Charles Simnis, 
S. C'arr and two or three others. 


The men were about 5 feet 11 inches 


tall, of slim build, wore long black over- 
coats and black caps 


GET IN THEIR WORK. 


Of course the victims were helpless and 


stood with hands in the air and the two 
strangers quietly 
went 
throng their 


pockets. 
The one with one gun did the 


most of the work and the other stood 
covering the men with the other two 
guns.

MISSED BAG OF MONEY. 


It was said that Mr. Nelson came in 


while the holdup was on and that -he 
was searched, but the robbers missed 
$100. This is denied. They also missed 
a bag filled with money lying on the desk 
near the money register. 


Then the robbers backed out of the 


door by which they entered and disap- 
peared, not having spoken a dozen words 
while the robbery was performed. 


THE BARTENDER'S STORY. 


A Journal representative went to the 


sample room this morning to obtain an 
authentic version of the story of last 
evening. 


Dalv Rasmussen, the bartender, told 


esbtance before the muzzles of the three 
ig revolvers that were pointed at then;. 
"I stood behind the bar and'was or- 


dered up to the other end, while one of 
.he robbers started to open the cash reg-. 
stcr and secured between $30 and $40 
n bills mid silver; I wouldn't tell you 
the exact amount as Mr. Nelson, the 
iroprietor, is at Eagle Lake and carries 
;he key to the register with him; we ex- 
jcct him home some time today. 


HOW MUCH THEY DUG UP. 


"After they had emptied the register 


;hey started to search- the drawers, but 
missed the one in which there was some 
noney concealed, and then one of them 
approached me, telling me to keep quiet; 
they compelled me to part with seven 
dollars and a gold watch and chain. 


'The next victim was Charles Finn, 


who became seven dollars shorter than 
lie was when he entered the place. 


'From the third person they took a 


gold watch, but he was tricky enough -to 
let a five dollar piece drop behind the 
spittoon, and in this manner saved his 
money. 


'•From E. P. Buggs they took a gold 


watch and some old and curious coins 
that had quite a little value. 


"S. Carr was robbed of six dollars;

Root while appearing before the house 
appropriations committee in relation to 
the expenses of the state department, 
spoke frankly concerning the short-com- 
ings of the American consulship.

There are a great many consulates 


that have been in that condition and 
there are some that are still in that con- 
dition and the fact arises from several 
causes.

done, but are used as places in which to 
shelve estimable and elderly gentlemen 
whose friends find it necessary to take 
care of them in some way.

"Now, I have got old, enough, to be 


able to say that sort of thing without 
anybody being offended.

Toft appeared before the house commit- 
tee on insular affairs today to discuss 
the Cooper bill providing for reorgan- 
ization of the Philippine government de- 
partments. The bill in effect ratifies the 
governmental 
organization 
brought 


about by the Philippine commission, and 
the secretary of war urged its passage 
as it was highly desirable to have con- 
gress approve the organization and thus 
remove any question as to the authority 
of the Philippine commission to create 
departments. 
The bill approves the 


changing of the names of the four de- 
partments of government to the depart- 
ments of public instruction, of the inter- 
ior, of finance and commerce and of jus- 
tice. It grants the governor general di- 
rect control of the executive bureau, the 
bureau of civil service and the bureau of 
audits and the city of Manila. 


Under the bill the department of inter- 


ior is granted general supervision of the 
non-Christian tribes, excepting those in 
Moro province. Mr. Taft said this was 
desirable as the personal attention of the 
secretary of this department would en- 
able these tribes to advance in civiliza- 
tion more rapidly than they otherwise 
could. 


The committee asked Secretary Taft 


to consider the bill further; together 
with Governor General Luke E. Wright 
of the Philippines, who will be heard by 
the committee at its next meeting. 


POPxTO RICAXS PROTEST.

Members 01 congress often agree with 
the main subject but differ as to the de- 
tails; then iigiiiu there may 
be

matters that arc held to be party poli- 
cies and yet as -to the details members 
decline to bo compelled to accept meas- 
ures us drawn up and insist upon amend- 
ments. 
Then, too, ure subjects that tire 


of great importance, yet from the nature 
of such can hardly be construed as tests 
of party loyalty to accept' such. It is 
now happening us it has before that 
members of both houses may for in- 
sstiince hold thnt in admitting new ter- 
ritories the inhabitants thereof should 
vote as to whether or not they want to 
be consolidated with fin adjoining terri- 
tory, while others and members of the 
same party may object- - These men may 
again be in favor of the popular conten- 
tion 
that trade with 
the Philippines 


must be free, while others may be oppos- 
ed n-ul insist upon tariff schedules pro- 
tecting homo products against products 
from its possessions. -As to the proposed 
railroad rate bill the same differences 
may exist. 


Thus a member nuiy favor free trade 


with the Philippines, and oppose joint 
statehood especially without a referen- 
dum to the people of both, and further 
favor rate regulation 
with increased 


powers to the 
interstate 
commission. 


Again a member may ,favor Philippine 
free trade, favor joint statehood with 
no reference to the people at all and 
favor rate regulation. This may be var- 
ied by another favoring the first two nnd 
opposing tho last named. Another mem- 
,ber may opii'-'-c Philippine free trade, 
onposc joint s-tntulKMiil, and favor rate 
legisHtic'ii.

Already' the 
latter are opening stores in our cities 
and are developing tho shop keeporu in- 
stincts nnd entering into varieties of em- 
ployments, nnd what perhaps may make 
this competition more to be considered 
is tho now well known fact, that the lit- 
tle brown men of Japan rapidly assimi- 
late, with us and at mice adopt tho full 
American dress, something tho Chinaman 
seldom if ever docs. It may be admit- 
ted that it is. this attribute of accept- 
ing American customs that so far has 
served in calling so little attention to 
the rapidly increasing foreign invaders, 
and possibly if-the Chinese had been as 
quick to do the same thing and ceased 
to herd in communities of their own in 
our cities and towns, the yellow peril 
would not loom up iu such forbidding 
distinctness. 


It is a yellow peril and no amount of 


glossing it over or disguising by reason- 
ing the Japs adopt American ways at 
once, can quiet it down. Of course we 
can go on assimilating, right along, and 
may be with time accustom ourselves to 
the new oriental immigration from vic- 
torious and modernized Japan. That

THAT GERMAN TARIFF. 


The German Kaiser evidently 
very 


well understands conditions in our coun 
try and,reports indicate he will not has 
ton to put in force the new tariff law 
of his country 
going into 
operatioi 


shortly. As is known the new schedules 
in many items greatly .advance the tar 
iff on our products, though raw cotton 
something Germany can not do without 
conies in free. . But our manufacturei 
products are badly hit and so much so: 
that if the tariff is enforced against us, ' 
it must cause a discontinuance in our ex- 
ports in many of our products. 


Dispatches, however, state the Kaiser 


will extend the time as to this country, 
that is, the period under the tariff as 
fixed in which, we would..cease to. receive, 
the favored nation, treatment, wjU be; ejcj^ 
tended. It is intimated that GeriBskj1; 
is more put out because of. our prefer- 
ential treatment accorded Cuban sugar, 
a treatment which is not applied to Ger- 
many, that by other causes, and that if 
congress would apply the same rules to 
the sugar of Germany, the trouble might 
be settled. 


Sentiment in congress may be fairly 


said to be somewhat divided as to the 
best way of procedure, some members 
favoring no concessions whatever while 
others think some concessions might be 
made that a tariff war be avoided. It 
is admitted Germany is our second best 
customer, ranking next to England, and 
without exact figures it can be stated 
our sales to Germany of all products, 
tariffed and 
untariffed 
amounted 
to 


$104,000,000, a sum not reaching, how- 
ever, our sales in 1004 which were $214,- 
000,000 these being larger than for any 
previous year. These figures as are seen 
leaves a very handsome balance of trade, 
proctically a hundred million of dollars. 
It is true we can probably do without a 
great majority of the things we now 
buy from Germany, though as to potash 
and chemicals we may be placed at a 
disadvantage. 


Some figures regarding our sales to 


Germany and our purchases -may be of 
interest, those furnished by the statis-

$100 is to be collected as poll tax:, and it 
will go into the fund for the care of trie1 


public highways. All of the towns in 
the county have made liberal appropria- 
tions for the improvement of highways, 
the total 
amount appropriated in the 


county being a little over $10,382. 
Out- 


side of taxes levied for highway improve- 
ment, the levy is largely for school pur- 
poses. Bristol and Brighton have each 
made special appropriations for the pay- 
ment of tuition of students attending 
the city high school. 


The levy for the city not including 


the state tax, is placed at $110,960.20.
